The public schools open In this city 
on Monday morning, August 24, and 
preparations are perfected to take care 
of the contemplated increase in at¬ 
tendance. It was thought that pos¬ 
sibly the new Martin school addition 
of four rooms would be ready, but 
this, It is understood, is now doubt¬ 
ful. 

There will be two receiving grades. 
All children who will be 6 years of 
age on or before November 24, 1925, 
are eligible to enter August 24. 

Miss Wilma Dowell will be the re¬ 
ceiving grade teacher at the Martin 
Primary school and all children who 
live north of Lux avenue should en¬ 
ter with Miss Dowell. Miss Elizabeth 
Laverene will be the receiving grade 
teacher at the Clrand Avenue school 
and will be glad to enter all others 
who will be 6 years of age on or be¬ 
fore November 24. Each new and be¬ 
ginning child should come to school 
on the opening day with a parent and 
a birth certificate. 

Next week we will publish a list of 
teachers and other information per¬ 
taining to the local schools.

San Francisco, Aug. 14.—San Fran¬ 
cisco as a musical center will be 
forced upon national attention once 
again during August, when the I’a- 
cific Sangerbund. an organization em¬ 
bracing almost every (lerman-Ameri- 
can singing society in California, will 
give its second annual Sangerfest here 
August 11, 15 and IG in the Exposi¬ 
tion auilitorium. Preparalioiis have 
been completeil for the reception and 
entertainment of thousands of visitors 
win will attend the Sangerfest. 

Delegations will attend the festival 
from Seattle. Portland. Chicago, Des 
.Moines, St. Louis, New Orleans, Den¬ 
ver, San Antonio and many other 
middle western cities. A masts chorus 
of eight hundred voices and a sym- 
piiony orchestra of sixty-five pieces, 
directed by Frederick (1. Schiler, will 
feature the festival. Julia Claussen 
and other nationally tamed singers 
will participate. Consul-Oeneral Kurtz 
Ziegler, Germany's chief representa¬ 
tive on the Pacific coast, will assist 
Colonel Theodore (Her. festival presi¬ 
dent. anil .Mayor Kolph in welcoming 
the Pacific Sangerbund's festival. 

Increasing interest, is greeting San 
Francisco musical festivals. Only a 
few months ago the Municipal festival 
drew many thousand listeners nightly 
for a week. 


Septembrr 5 will see the inaugura¬ 
tion of a new and more extensive 
service down the peninsula from San 
Francisco over the .Southern Pacitic, 
with fast, non-stop trains adtied to the] 
present scliedule and the whole serv-' 
ice greatly augmented. 

A new block system, wliitdi will 
materially reduce the lengtli of each I 
lilock, witli shorier lieadway between 
trains and more speed "with safety,", 
is the liasis of tlie new arrangement, 
as has been announced liy Vice-Presi¬ 
dent I’aul Shmiii. 

'three new trains soutli and one 
northward are involved in the plan, 
which conteiniilates virtually an hour¬ 
ly service lietween San Francisco and 
San Jose.

The resolution was 
adopted over tic protest of one of ilie 
lilddcrs for Hie work, wlio asserted 
that the contract should be uwartled 
to him on his low bill.

The board of trustees met on Mon¬ 
day morning as a board of equaliza¬ 
tion and very gratifying facts were 
recorded. City Clerk and Assessor 
Dan .MeSweeney reported that he has 
found that the increase in assessable 
property by reason of building opera¬ 
tions (or the year totaled $168,000. 
This would Indicate that the Increased 
valuation of buildings and Improve¬ 
ments for the year was over halt a 
million dollars. To date there Is no 
contemplated suggestion to raise the 
assessment this year, according to the 
city clerk, but the matter rests en¬ 
tirely with the board. The assessed 
valuation of the city is $4,619,920.

The main puriiose of the new road 
plan is to eliminate the steep and dan¬ 
gerous Redid mountain grade from 
Hie I'oast road. This one factor alone 
would reduce the ordinary traveling 
lime from San FTancisco to Half .Moon 
Ray by a half liour and would add 
greately to the safety ot the road. 

A full report of Hie committee on 
the highway project was not obtain¬ 
able at the meeting, due to the uli- 
sence of R. Guy Smith and F". L. 
LuHirop. two of the member.-.

How Lithography Hat 

Been Steadily Improved 

Printing frnm prepun-d slones has 
been kiionn since 17!Si, when the art 
was Invented hy .Seiiefeliler. The stotie 
etiiployed Is called a lithngraph stone, 
and Is a tlne-gralned lliuestune of a 
very porous naltife. \ 

Before the World war iinictically all I 
llthograiihlc stotie t-aiiie from Bavaria, 
as the variety riuarrh-d there Is of the I 
best quality and of the most practical 
color—a light gray. 

These limestones absorb grease and ; 
water rapidly; therefore. If a line Is 
drawn on a prepared stone with an ! 
Ink containing grease, this line can 
ho taken away only hy removing the 
surface to the ilepth to which the j 
grease ha.s peneiruKsI. If water Is ' 
now placed on the stone. It will re¬ 
main only on tliose purls not covered 
by the grease. When a roller carry¬ 
ing a greasy Ink is passed over the 
stone the Ink will cover only the 
greased portions, and the parts that 
are wet will n<it take up the Ink. 
'Therefore, a piece of paper i>resse<l j 
upon the stone will reeelve sn impres- 
shtn 111 ink front the lines drawn only. 
On these principles depend lithogra¬ 
phy, Ute process being extremely valu¬ 
able to the printer's art.-Washing¬ 
ton Star.

The joyrider and the automobile 
thief have both come to grief through 
the enactment of laws for the certifi¬ 
cation of automobile titles. Twenty- 
two states, according to the insurance 
department of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of the United States, have en¬ 
acted such statutes, seven of them this 
year, and more states are considering 
legislation of this character. 

Esti.mates of automobile thefts vary, 
running from $100,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000 annually, in the aggregate. Cer¬ 
tification laws have had the effect of 
checking them perceptibly by making 
it difficult for the thief to dispose of 
them, not being able to give title. In¬ 
surance companies have agreed to re¬ 
duce their rates against theft 10 per 
cent in the states were statutes are 
enacted.
